If they had only used their pencils as efficiently in figuring the possibil- 


ity of such a Lake-st. viaduct as they have in figuring out how they are go- 
ing to build the Cherry-st. bridge and still lower the taxes, they would have 
found that it is absolutely impossible and entirely out of the question for the 
city of Appleton to build a viaduct at Lake-st. or anywhere else at a cost of

ity to even mention such a thing.

Every one else knows, and these men should know that to finance a 


project of this magnitude would require the floating of an immense bond is- 
sue. Persons knowing anything about laws governing cities know that the 
bonding limit of a city is 5% of its assessed valuation. The assessed valuation 
of the city of Appleton is approximately $26,000,000.00. 5% of this amount 
is $1,300,000.00. $379,000.00 worth of bonds are now outstanding against 
this amount, $425,000.00 more for junior high schools have been authorized 
and are about to be issued, a total of $804,000.00 of this $1,300,000.00 bond- 
ing limit is outstanding at the present time, — a balance of less than 
$500,000.00 remains to pay for this $1,200,000.00 which they are so worried 
about. Any kindergartner can glance at these figures and see that it can't 
be done. Appleton will have to add $14,000,000.00, to its assessed valuation 
before such a project would be possible. That's more than half as much as 
the city has grown in the 75 years since its incorporation. Figuring on this 
basis, it would be nearly forty years beforeBsuch a thing would be possible, 
so why worry and get so disturbed about this terrible impending calamity 
about to decend upon our fair city.

same wise and experienced council will 
solve these other "'details'' in the interest 
of all the taxpayers.

It is for a great- 
er Appleton first, last, and all the time, 
with the single reservation, that progress 
must be made on a safe, sound and eco- 
nomical basis. It believes in giving the 
people the facts and all of the facts.

believes itt the intelligence of a public to 
judge an issxie on the statement of facts 
alone. 
It cannot, however, subscribe to 


a program which apparently sacrifices sin- 
cerity and principle in order to obtain a 
public improvement. 


THE GOVERNOR'S INTERVENTION 


"Whether Governor Elaine's interven- 


tion in the tax question ib an admission by 
him of the error of the Dahl and Scver- 
son bills remains to be seen.

sufficient .^rength in the senate for its 
passage tLc governor would have ap- 
proved it. 
The storm of opposition that 


greeted the legislature's tax program was 
more than the administration felt it could 
weather. As a consequence we have the 
very singular incident of the governor 
serving notice on both houses of the legis- 
lature that their respective tax bills must 
be sidetracked until he can bring in a 
measure of his own. 
AVc must conclude 


from this that the'forces which influenced 
the governor to such a course were mo.>(: 
extraordinary, as indeed they were, name- 
ly the forces of public opinion. 


Mr. Elaine says he is to go before the 


people to convince them that the tax plan 
he has in view is the right one. This is 
also an extarordinary proposal, and it 
reveals the seriousness with which the ad- 
ministration has come to look upon the 
public reaction to the wild indulgences 
of an irresponsible legislature.

The most that 


can be said at,this time is that his inter- 
ference is timely and is to be construed 
as a favorable rather than an unfavorable 
sign. We do not think there will be «nv 
great objection to the shifting of a slight- 
ly larger proportion of -taxation- from 
property to income, although the line of 
demarcation between these two systems i.>> 
one that should be drawn with the great- 
est care. 
It is not so much a question of 


whether the profits of industry in this 
state can take on a larger burden of taxa- 
tion, as whether if taxation is carried be- 
yond a certain point these profits will de- 
cline to renew themselves in the form of 
capital and will be withdrawn into non- 
productive investments, such as non-tax- 
able securities, etc.

Godly Conversation 


DIET OF THE HUNDRED PER CENT MOTHKK 


A mother nursing a baby should eat everything 


she has been accustomed to eat before the baby's ar- 
rival. 
And then some. 
She 
particularly 
needs 


fruits and vegetables and should avoid nothing in- 
cluded in these categories, unless for some excep- 
tional reason her physician so directs. 


The nursing mother should take her three squares 


a day, choosing a menu including: such items as 
milk, eggs. meat, fish, poultry, cereals, fresh vege- 
tables, fresh fruits, salads, greens, relishes, moder- 
ate amounts of coffee, tea or cocoa, at least a quart 
of water a day. and at least three miles of oxygen 
on the hoof daily. 


The last item is one of the most important in 


the list. The nursing: mother who wants to make 
a success of her job and keep her good looks should 
spend not less than two hours in the open every day. 
Much or all of that time she may well devote to 
the great outdoor sport of wheeling the baby up 
and down tho street thus arousing the envy and 
jealousy of the neighbors. 


Besides the three regular or square meals daily, 


the regular nursing mother should, if she has the 
inclination (if she does as I say she generally will), 
stow away a bod time lunch each night, of any items 
under the pun that appeal to her appetite, save al- 
coholic beverages. 


The invariable effect of any kind of alcoholic bev- 


erage is to diminish a mother's capacity to nurse 
her baby. It is notable that even a history of al- 
coholism in a. parent has its bearing- on incapacity 
to suckle a child. Where booze is "pood medicine" 
a baby has a poor chance. 
This applies as well to 


so-called "malt extract" as to alcoholic beverages 
disguised in any other way. 


The nursing mother should Include in her diet 


items which hare a natural laxative effect, rather 
than resort to purgative drugs. 
The whole cereals, 


wheat bran, the fresh vegetablessT'thc fresh fruitg, 
a large drink of cold water first thing in the morn- 
ing, and a reasonable amount of fats or oils, such 
as olive oil (if this is agreeable to tho taste), butter, 
cream, fat meat, gravy, will help to regulate the in- 
testinal function. The daily walk helps to prevent 
constipation, the nursing mother should also in- 
dulge in a few mat exercises at least once a day— 
some somersaults, or elevating the legs to vertical 
from the supine, or rising to sitting from the su- 
pine, a number of times. 
If; medicine must be re- 


sorted to, the simpler laxatives are generally pre- 
ferable for a nursing mother, say a tablcsspoonful 
of liquid petrolatum (purified mineral oil) once or 
twice in the day. a teaspoonful of milk or magnesia 
two or three times, or several drops of the bitter 
fluid of cascara thrire daily. 


There need be no anxiety about this or that item 


of food making the milk too rich or too poor, for it 
doesn't. 
Never cut out anything, nor try to take 


an extraordinary amount or anything unless by dir- 
ection of the physician.
